LMITX3CA—The past throe yostrs of struggle against tho Japanese have amply shown tho 
potential capacity of the Filipino woman to fi£ht for hor country* s interest. |t 
is true that* as a wholo* her mind is still fettered hy feudal traditions and con¬ 
servative ideas* but tho stronS impact of social forces which had a very telling 

effect on the Filipino womaj** especially during the Japanese regime* has awakened

in her a new spirit. Three years of jap oppression* cruelty* and barbarism made 
it imperative foS ihe Filipino people to unite and straggle against the fascist in¬ 
vaders.

Confidential Informant T-8, a local Filipino business¬ 
man, of known reliability, also stated that he has no knowledge of any Com¬ 
munist activities, or activities in behalf of the Hukbalahaps amongst the 
Filipinos in Philadelphia.
